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FOREWORD 


During  the  course  of  the  long  and  Bomewhat  arduous, 
though  interesting,  task  of  compiling  and  publishing  "The 
Meigs  Family  in  America"  (1935)  the  desire  grew  upon  me  to 
similarly  collect  and  record  genealogical  data  relating 
to  my  wife's  family.  What  is  presented  here  is  the  fruition 
of  that  desire. 


It  will  be  realized  that  the  genealogy  of  an  old  and 
large  family  must,  of  necessity,  be  confined  to  the  family 
name;  in  other  words  to  the  male  line.  For  if  an  attempt  were 
made  to  follow  out,  in  full  detail,  all  the  collateral  lines 
whose  blood  strains  are  intermingled  through  the  marriage  of 
the  daughters  of  the  name  the.re  would  be  no  end  to  it.  The 
original  name  would  be  lost  in  a  maze  of  other  family  names 
and,  potentially  at  least,  we  would  embark  upon  a  genealogy 
of  the  human  race.  This  is  particularly  true  of  the  old 
Virginia  families  who  have  intermarried  to  such  an  extent  that 
it  is  almost  literally  true  that  everyone  is  everyone  else's 
cousin. 

However,  the  family  name  BRANDER  is  not  often  met 
with  in  the  United  States.  So  far  as  the  writer's  knowledge 
and  experience  goes  it  has  only  been  found  in  Virginia,  if  we 
except  the  very  few  who  have  in  comparatively  recent  times  moved 
from  Virginia  to  other  states.  Not  only  does  the  American  family 
appear  to  be  basically  a  Virginia  family,  but  peculiarly  it 
appears  to  have  centered  itself  in  the  vicinity  of  Richmond  and 
Petersburg. 


For  the  reasons  indicated  it  seems  feasible  to  depart 
from  the  usual  practice  of  confining  a  genealogical  record  to 
the  male  line  of  descent  and  to  record  a  considerable  amount  of 
data  regarding  the  descendants  of  femaleB  who  bore  the  family 
name.  Therefore,  while  confining  the  body  of  this  work  to  the 
descendants  of  James,  who  appears  to  be  the  American  founder, 
we  have  shown  in  Appendix  1  the  record  of  the  families  of  the 
females  of  the  name,  to  the  extent  we  have  been  able  to  develop 
it. 

In  the  Old  Dominion  there  is  evidence  here  and  there 
of  individuals,  bearing  the  family  name,  whom  it  has  not  been 
possible  to  connect  with  the  American  founder,  James,  whoB©  line 
is  the  subject  of  this  work.  For  example:-  At  the  October  (1815) 
term  of  the  Chesterfield  County  (Va.)  Court  one  John  Brander  who 
described  himself  as  "a  native  of  Scotland,  now  a  citizen  oi 
Virginia  and  a  resident  of  this  County,  aged  fifty-five  years  and 
upward,"  made  an  affidavit  that  he  was  "from  his  infancy" 
acquainted  with  John  and  James  Brander  "formerly  ot  the  Parish  ot 
Elgin  in  Scotland"  and  that  the  latter  (JaraeB)  was  then  (1815) 

"of  the  town  of  Manchester  in  this  County"  etc.,  etc.  Who  this 
John  Brander,  the  maker  of  the  affidavit  was  we  have  been  unable 
j,  definitely  to  determine,  but  it  is  likely  that  he  was  in  some  way

connected  by  family  ties  with  James.  He  may  have  been  the  same 
John  Brander  who,  according  to  a  list  of  non-commissioned 
officers  and  soldiers  of  the  Virginia  8tate  line  in  the  Revolu¬ 
tionary  War,  found  in  the  Journal  of  the  Virginia  House  of 
Delegates,  1834-5,  was  an  infantryman  in  the  Continental  Army. 

He  may  have  been  the  ancestor  of  the  Petersburg  Branders  who 
appear  to  have  been  people  of  considerable  importance.  Appendix 
2  has  been  added  in  order  briefly  to  record  the  data  regarding 
these  and  others  of  the  name  who  have  been  brought  to  our 
attention. 


In  a  work  of  this  kind  it  is  often  difficult  to  sift 
the  facts  from  the  accumulation  of  data  which  is  submitted. 
However  family  bibles,  affidavits,  court  records  (particularly 
of  Chesterfield  County,  Virginia)  and  tomb-stones,  constitute 
the  basis  of  this  effort  and  the  result  is  believed  to  be  as 
correct  as  it  is  possible  to  make  it.  The  author  solicits 
corrections  and  additional  data,  when  properly  authenticated, 
and  in  particular  will  welcome  data  enabling  him  to  connect 
others  of  the  name  of  BRANDER  with  the  line  of  James. 

Individuals  have  been  numbered  in  order  to  facilitate 
reference  from  one  generation  to  another.  By  this  means  it  is 
made  easy  to  trace  any  individual  back  to  the  earliest  ancestor 
here  recorded  and  to  establish  present  relationships.  Numbers 
start  with  the  Scottish  father  of  the  first  BRANDER  known  to 
have  come  to  America,  but  generations  start  with  James,  who 
appears  to  have  been  the  real  American  founder,  though  his  uncle 
and  brother  preceded  him  to  Virginia. 

Thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Lewis  Brander  of  New  York,  who 
some  years  ago  collected  a  considerable  amount  of  data  to  which 
I  have  had  access  and  who  has  given  me  his  personal  assistance, 
to  Mrs.  Helen  B.  Pettway  of  Richmond,  Virginia,  whose  records 
I  have  been  permitted  to  peruse,  and  to  a  number  of  others  who 
have  furnished  valuable  information.

THE  BRANDER  FAMILY  OF  VIRGINIA 


It  may  not  be  amiss  briefly  to  record  the  known  facts 
as  to  the  immediate  forbears  and  connections  in  the  old  world, 
of  James  Brander  who  is  herein  considered  the  founder  of  the 
American  family. 

Old  Scottish  records  disclose  a  number  of  the  name 
residing  in  the  north,  principally  in  the  County  of  Elgin  part 
of  the  old  Province  of  Moray.  Many  of  them  were  prominent  in 
civil  and  military  circles  and  several  have  been  knighted.  We 
have  not  been  able  definitely  to  connect  all  these  families 
with  the  Virginia  line,  in  fact  no  adequate  attempt  to  do  so 
has  been  possible.  We  are,  however,  able  definitely  to  show 
the  connection  between  the  Pittendrich  family  and  the  Virginia 
line. 

No.l-  ALEXANDER  BRANDER,  1st,  is  known  to  have  resided  in  the 
Town  of  Pittendrich  in  the  Parish  and  County  of  Elgin,  Scotland 
in  the  early  eighteenth  century.  Affidavits  of  old  residents 
of  that  locality,  taken  April  21,  1812,  so  certify  as  they  do 
also  to  the  relationship  and  movements  of  Alexander^  sons, 

(2)  John  1st ;  (3)  Alexander  2nd;  and  of  his  grandson  (4)  John  2nd. 

No. 2-  REVEREND  JOHN  BRANDER,  1st,  the  eon  6f  (1)  Alexander  was 
educated  in  the  County  of  Elgin,  Scotland,  and  having  studied 
divinity  there,  emigrated  to  Virginia  and  settled  on  the  James 
River  in  Russell  Parish,  Bedford  County.  He  is  recorded  as  the 
first  minister  in  that  County,  where  he  appears  to  have  been  as 
early  as  March  14,  1759,  In  1772-3  he  acquired  two  tracts  of 
land  amounting  to  fourteen  hundred  acres,  and  a  large  number  of 
slaves  and  other  property. 

On  March  27,  1777  he  made  his  will,  leaving  the  bulk 
of  his  property  to  his  nephew  (4)  John  2nd,  the  son  of  (3) 

Alexander  2nd,  who  was  at  the  time  a  citizen  of  Bedford  County. 
Virginia,  having,  no  doubt  emigrated  to  America  at  the  suggestion 
of  his  uncle,  who  did  not  marry  and  had  no  natural  heir.  John  1st, 
apparently  left  a  number  of  close  relatives  in  Scotland,  for 

among  the  minor  bequests  in  his  will  were  sums  of  money  to  a  sister 

Margaret,  nephews  James  and  Andrew  Shaws,  nephew  William  Carmichael, 
nephew  Alexander  Shaw,  and  niece  Elspeth  Carmichael,  the  latter 
being  described  as  the  daughter  of  his  sister  Margaret.  John  1st, 

died  in  1778  as  is  evidenced  by  the  probation  of  hie  will.

;  No. 3-  ALEXANDER  BRANDER.  2nd,  the  son  of  (1)  Alexander,  of  Elgin, 
Scotland,  had  two  sons  (4)  John  and  (5)  James. 

No, 4-  JOHN  BRANDER,  2nd,  the  son  of  (3)  Alexander,  2nd,  as  has 
I  been  eaid,  emigrated  to  Virginia  probably  at  the  suggestion  of  his 
uncle  (2)  the  Reverend  John,  and  inherited  the  latter* s  estate. 
However,  it  seems  that  he  adhered  to  the  cause  of  Great  Britain 
in  the  War  of  the  Revolution  and  on  October  7,  1779  the  whole  of 
his  estate  was  escheated  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia.  He 
went  to  New  York  and  thence  to  8t.  Eustacia  in  the  West  Indies, 

On  his  return  from  there  he  was  cast  away  and  perished  at  sea. 

He  appears  to  have  died  without  issue. 


FIRST  GENERATION 


No.  5  JAMES  BRANDER,  the  second  son  of  (3)  Alexander  of  Elgin, 
Scotland,  was  horn  October  16,  1760.  He  emigrated  to  America 
about  1780  and  located  in  Manchester  (now  South  Richmond) 
Virginia,  where  he  is  found  to  have  engaged  in  business,  under 
the  name  of  Buck  and  Brander,  as  early  as  1790.  The  firm  was 
dissolved  in  1797.  He  is  frequently  mentioned  in  deed  books 
and  in  court  orders  of  Chesterfield  County.  He  married  Elizabeth 
T.  Harrison  on  January  14,  1792.  His  death  is  recorded  as 
occurring  on  February  22,  1829;  his  wife's  December  25,  1831.

APPENDIX  2 


In  the  foreword  mention  has  been  made  of  those  residing 
in  the  Old  Dominion  and  hearing  the  family  name  BRANDER,  whom  we 
have  not  been  able  to  connect  with  the  family  of  James,  herein 
considered  the  American  founder.  The  name  is  bo  unoommon  that 
we  are  convinced  those  who  came  from  Scotland  and  settled  in  or 
around  Richmond  and  Petersburg  must  have  been  related.  We  are, 
therefore,  recording  here  the  basic  information  we  have  been  able 
to  obtain  about  those  others  whose  lines  have  apparently  entirely 
disappeared  except  as  they  are  today  represented  by  descendants 
on  the  distaff  side.  We  are  greatly  indebted  to  Ur.  Edward  A. 
Wyatt,  Associate  Editor  of  the  Petersburg  (Va.)  Progress-Index 
for  most  of  the  information  contained  in  this  appendix.  It  iB 
our  hope,  as  it  is  his,  that  we  shall  yet  be  able  to  find  the 
connecting  link  between  the  line  of  James  (No.  5  in  this 
genealogy)  and  "John  of  Poplar  Grove,"  as  well  as  to  determine 
where  Alexander  Brander,  of  Petersburg,  who  died  October  15, 

1857,  fits  into  the  picture. 

JOHN  BRANDER,  OF  "POPLAR  GROVE." 

John  Brander,  a  native  of  Scotland,  settled  in  the 
Petersburg  area  shortly  before  the  American  Revolution  and 
according  to  family  tradition  participated  in  that  struggle  on 
the  Continental  side.  He  is  probably  the  John  mentioned  in  the 
"Foreword."  He  owned  considerable  property  in  Petersburg  and 
in  Dinwiddie  and  Chesterfield  Counties,  including  a  mill  on 
Swift  Creek  (or  Randolph  River)  in  Chesterfield  County.  His 
residence,  "Poplar  Grove,"  on  Swift  Creek  (Brander' s  Bridge 
Road)  was  still  standing  in  1934.  John  married  Uartha  Field 
Robertson,  daughter  of  Col.  George  Robertson  of  "Picketts  " 
Chesterfield  County.  He  died  about  1826-7  leaving  a  son  John  A. 
Brander  and  a  daughter  Maria. 

The  eon,  John  A.  married  three  times,  1st,  Lucy  Claiborne 
Archer;  2nd,  Matilda  Caroline  Pegram;  3rd,  Sarah  Parker  Aroher. 
There  seems  to  have  been  a  daughter  of  each  of  the  flrBt  two 
marriages,  neither  of  whom  appears  to  have  married,  but  no 
children  by  the  third  marriage. 

The  daughter,  Maria,  born  1803,  married,  1820,  1st 
Archibald  Moore,  a  native  of  England,  referred  to  in  local 
remimiBcenses  as  "8ir  Archibald."  He  died  and  left  no  children 
but  bequeathed  a  large  fortune  to  hia  widow  which  was  said  to 
have  made  her  the  wealthiest  woman  in  the  State,  On  April  2, 

1823  she  married,  2nd,  her  distant  cousin  John  Thomson  RobertBon 
who  became  a  Petersburg  editor  of  some  note.  Their  children 
were:-

Lelia  Randolph  Robertson  was  a  noted  beauty  of  her  time. 

She  was  married,  1st  to  Edward  Workman  of  South  Carolina;  2nd  to 
James  M.  McCulloch,  of  Petersburg,  Va.;  3rd  to  Col.  Edward  A.  Wyatt, 
of  Dinwiddie  County,  Va.  She  had  no  children  by  her  first  two 
marriages  and  died  a  few  days  after  the  birth,  May  10,  1863,  of 
her  son  Edward  Avery  Wyatt,  2nd,  her  only  child. 

Edward  Avery  Wyatt  married  Belinda  Gertrude  Perkins  June 
24,  1885.  They  had  ten  children,  the  eldest  of  whom,  Edward 
Avery  Wyatt.  3rd,  b.  May  19,  1886.  is  Associate  Editor  of  the 
Petersburg  (Va.)  "Progress-Index."  He  married  Elizabeth  Sutherland 
Spain  Nov.  4,  1908  and  has  a  son,  in  the  sixth  generation  from 
John,  Edward  Avery  Wyatt,  4th,  b.  March  10,  1910.

JAMES  S.  BRANDER 
OF  PETERSBURG, VA. 

AND  NEW  ORLEANS, LA. 

James  S.  Brander,  the  nephew  of  John  of  "Poplar  Grove," 
joined  the  latter  in  Virginia  and  became  a  successful  merchant 
and  ship-owner  of  Petersburg,  Va.,  later  (in  the  1830's)  removing 
to  New  Orleans.  He  married,  Deoember  31,  1818  Harriet  A.  McCraw, 
of  Chesterfield  County,  a  first  cousin  of  hie  uncle's  wife  Martha 
Field  Robertson.  Among  their  children  were  Virginia  and 
Caledonia  Brander.  Virginia  married  Edward  Matthews,  a  multi¬ 
millionaire  of  New  York  City,  and  became  the  mother  of  the  late 
Brander  Matthews,  noted  critic  and  writer.

ALEXANDER  BRANDER 
OF  PETERSBURG, VA. 

Alexander  Brander  "an  old  citizen"  of  Petersburg,  Va., 
and  a  native  of  Scotland,  is  recorded  in  the  "Southside  Democrat" 
of  that  city  as  having  died  October  15,  1857.  It  was  said  that 
he  came  from  near  Elgin,  Scotland  in  1823,  "has  always  enjoyed

a  high  character  for  integrity  and  uprightness"  and  left  a 
large  family,  hut  no  names  were  given.  He  was  54  years  old  and 
had  heen  engaged  in  the  grocery,  fur,  and  leather  business. 

A  stone  in  Blanford  Cemetery,  Petersburg  seems  to 
indicate  that  his  wife  Catherine,  a  native  of  Fifeshire,  Scotland 
died  May  27,  1838  aged  29. 

Alexander  must  have  married  again  as  Peterburg  interment 
books  record  the  burial  of  Elizabeth,  wife  of  Alexander  Brander, 
in  1848.  The  same  books  record  Alexander  as  being  the  son  of 
James  and  Margaret  Brander.
